Zugby Appointed To Appeals Board

The Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil, at its regular meeting on 
January 12, refused a citi¬ 
zen's request for a public 
apology, then renewed leases 
for the lake park concession 
stand and Jaycee's club¬ 
house, and agreed to meet 
with the Coalition of Citi¬ 
zens for the North End Cen¬ 
ter to discuss the group's 
proposal for renovation of 
the former North End 
School 

Request for Apology 

At the December 15 council 
meeting, Leonie Penney requested 
a public apology from the council 
for inaccurate statements con¬ 
cerning those opposing the city's 
purchase of a building for the 
museum. The comments had been 
made during the November 5 
special council meeting seeking 
citizen input on the museum pur¬ 
chase. 

The statements, based on in¬ 
formation provided by the city 
staff, included claims that names 
listed on a petition were in part 
those of persons too young to 
vote, people who were not regis¬ 
tered voters, and people who had 
written to the city supporting 
the museum. Penney has conceded 
in past meetings that one under¬ 
age citizen was included but that 
this person will be a registered 
voter by the next election. Eu¬ 
nice Coxon noted that the ad did 
not claim to contain only the 
names of voters, but that all of 
these people are citizens. The 
claim that persons who wrote 
supporting the museum were list 
ed has been withdrawn by the 
city staff. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said that he had apologized, in 
public, to the council for the pro¬ 
viding by city staff of erroneous 
information. Since the council 
took no action on this informa¬ 
tion, Giese did not feel a public 
apology from council was neces¬ 
sary. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X, 
White said that although the city 
manager had apologized to the 
council, the wrong was not done 
to the council. He said that the 
misinformation coupled with 
council's lack of inquiry or re¬ 
view of it created a situation

where the integrity of people 
signing the petition was brought 
into question. On this basis he 
felt that council action was nec¬ 
essary. 

White proposed a council state¬ 
ment saying, in part, “An unfor¬ 
tunate characterization regarding 
the authenticity of a listing of 
citizens expressing opposition to 
the City Council proposed action, 
. . . occurred at a special meeting 
of the Council on November 5, 
1986. This was, in part, the result 
of an erroneous city staff re¬ 
port. 

“The Council of Greenbelt re¬ 
grets that this occurred and pub¬ 
licly apologizes to the sponsors 
and signers of the News Review 
Ad of October 23, 1986." 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld dis¬ 
agreed. He said the council had 
taken no action to apologize for, 
that he never considered anyone's 
integrity to be impugned. Having 
collected lists of names himself, 
Weidenfeld said he was sure that, 
if the ad contained invalid names, 
it was an honest error. While he 
regretted that the incident had 
occurred, Weidenfeld did not feel 
he could apologize because he 
did not feel he had done anything 
wrong. 

Council member Edward Putens 
seconded White’s motion of apol¬ 
ogy. He said that when he ques¬ 
tioned Penney about the reports 
that people's names had been put 
on the petition against their will, 
he was asking about the authen¬ 
ticity of those reports. But he 
said he recognized that he had 
put people in an embarrassing 
situation, including himself. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
said that three members of the 
council had not commented on 
these false reports, and that the 
source of the misinformation, not 
the council, should be the source 
of the apology.

Bram said the issue had become 
political and was being used to 
embarrass others. She said she 
would not vote for the public 
apology, that she had apologized 
to the people involved and would 
not continue to apologize for “an 
error that may or may not have 
been made several meetings ago." 
Penney pointed out that it is 
council's own procedures that 
dragged out the process. 

Giese said that White's com¬ 
ments had convinced him that the 
extent of his apology had been 
limited to the council and the 
hurt had not been to the council. 
He then apologized to the cir¬ 
culators of the petition and said 
he would follow up that apology 
with a letter to the circulators. 

The council, on a 3-2 vote, de¬ 
feated White's motion of apology, 
with White and Putens voting for 
and Weidenfeld, Bram and Isaacs 
voting against. 

North End Center 

Betty Timer, speaking for the 
Coalition of Citizens for the 
North End Center, about 20 of 
whose members were present, 
asked council to meet with the 
coalition's steering committee to 
discuss their proposal for the 
North End School. She also re¬ 
quested that council make a time¬ 
ly decision.

Suspect in 1985 City 
Murder is Arrested

A suspect has been arrested in 
the murder case of a Springhill 
Lake woman who was killed al¬ 
most 18 months ago. According 
to information released by the 
Greenbelt police department, Dan¬ 
iel Jay Welsh, 27, currently re¬ 
siding at 12031 Twin Cedar Lane 
in Bowie, -was arrested on Janu¬ 
ary 16 and charged with first- 
degree murder in the death of 
Judith Ellen Blank. The victim 
was found strangled in her apart¬ 
ment on Edmonston Road on Au¬ 
gust 9, 1985. 

The police report notes that the 
arrest came as a result of a leng¬ 
thy investigation which led in¬ 
vestigators to the Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois area, Welsh’s legal address 
is given as Lake Forest, Illinois. 
The suspect is identified as a 
graduate student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. He was engaged 
to the victim at the time of her 
death. 

Blank was working on her 
Master's Degree in Engineering 
at Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore when she died. She was 
an honor student there. Her death 
occurred just a week before she 
was to have 'been married. She 
was 25 years old at the time. 

According to the police, Welsh 
was taken into custody on the 
College Park campus and ap¬ 
peared before the District Court 
Commissioner at Hyattsville. He 
was held on no bond. 


Robert C. Zugby, former 
Greenbelt city council member, 
has been appointed to the Board 
of Appeals by the Prince Georges 
County Council. The Board of 
Appeals is a new entity formed 
by merging the former Board of 
Zoning Appeals and the Admin¬ 
istrative Appeal Board which 
handled business licensing. The 
appointment is for a four-year 
term. 

Zugby, a life-long resident of 
Prince Georges County, has long 
been active in city affairs, par¬ 
ticularly in Greenbelt East. He 
served as president of the Green- 
briar Community Association for 
five years. He is currently chair 
oL the Coalition of Greenbelt East 


Since the 1960's, high-rise 
apartments have been on the 
drawing board for the 10-acre 
former Freda Bell property 
next to the Beltway and the God¬ 
dard Space Village Apartments 
(now called Green way Village 
Apartments). Rezoning is not 
required for the property since 
it has long been zoned R-10 (up 
to 48 residential units per acre 
of high-density high-rise). Nor 
will there be any opportunity for 
county officials to determine 
whether adequate public facilities 
now exist because this test for 
adequate roads, water and sewer 
occurs at the subdivision stage. 
Subdivision of this property was 
done in the 1960's. 

Over the years ownership of 
the tract has changed many 
times. In late 1985 it appeared 
that then-owner John Bednarik 
was ready to construct wing¬ 
shaped, twin 11-story luxury 
apartment buildings after the 
county agreed to sell mortgage 
revenue bonds to finance the 
project. Earlier that year the 
Greenbelt city council had ex¬ 
pressed anger at not being in¬ 
formed of the county's intentions 
to offer such bonds. In a letter to 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening, council questioned the 
appropriateness of the county's 
assisting the project when ser¬ 
ious traffic problems in Greenbelt 
East had not been resolved and

when there was already a large 
stock of rental apartments in the 
county, particularly in Greenbelt. 

Glendening responded that Sun¬ 
rise Village would be a luxury 
development with many amenities 
and that without the special 
bonds, the developer might build 
a lower quality development. 
Sharing this concern was the 
Greenbelt East Coalition of 
Homeowner Associations. 

After many months of work 
sessions, proposals and letters of 
understanding between the city 
and Glendening dealing with isues 
of county-city relations, roads, 
parkland and surplus land, the

We, the members of the Green- 
belt East Advisory Committee, 
Object to the persistent use of 
the phrase “East Greenbelt 1 ' to 
describe the section of the city 
east of the Spellman (Baltimore- 
Washington) Parkway. This type 
of grammatical construction, as 
commonly used in this area (e.g. 
East Riverdale, West Hyatts- 
ville), ordinarily denotes a sepa¬ 
ration which does not exist be¬ 
tween Greenbelt and its eastern 
section. Indeed, from our incep¬ 
tion as a coalition, we have 
worked hard to overcome the per¬ 
ception (admittedly found on 
both sides of the Parkway) that 
we on the eastern side of town 
are somehow not part of the 
“real" Greenbelt 

To emphasize our essential 
unity as a city, we prefer the 
use of the designation “Greenbelt 
East" to describe our neighbor¬ 
hoods. We strongly recommend 
that our municipal government 
and its agencies, as well as our 
city newspaper, adopt this phras¬ 
ing as standard usage.

Customers Baffled 

To the Editor: 

We read with interest the re¬ 
sponse by our Postmaster. We 
have lived in Boxwood Village 
for over 20 years and our mail 
has always been delivered in the 
afternoon, except for several 
periods when experienced mail 
carriers were assigned and our 
mail was delivered earlier in the 
afternoon. 

The Postmaster’s solution to 
early mail delivery is a box at 
the Post Office. We tried a box 
at one time and it wasn't that 
great! Besides, a box costs $2.00 
per month in addition to the al¬ 
ready excessive postal charges 
and places the burden of deliv¬ 
ery on the customer and relieves 
the carrier of this problem. 

The Boxwood Village route is 
extremely hilly and as a result it 
is not the most coveted by the 
mail carriers. During the last 
several years our mail service 
has continued to deteriorate. This 
has been evidenced by mishandled 
mail and other errors. 

We have attempted to com¬ 
plain many, many times to our 
Postmaster. He was either not 
available or on vacation. Howev¬ 
er, several other people in Box¬ 
wood have complained about 
our mail service to him with 
little improvement.

tion’s purpose is to create an 
‘‘imaginative, intergenerational, 
multipurpose center” that would 
be a “vital, alive asset to our 
community.” 

The coalition, according to Tim¬ 
er, has developed a proposal for 
use of the school as a walk-in 
activity center for senior citi¬ 
zens, a senior citizen day care 
center, studios for artists, a pho¬ 
tography lab, a pottery workshop, 
recreation programs and a non¬ 
profit child day care center.. She 
noted that past election ques¬ 
tionnaires showed citizen support 
for these activities. 

Four of the seven proposed ac¬ 
tivities, the senior and child day 
care centers, the studios and the 
photography lab. would cost the 
city nothing to operate, Timer 
said. In addition, she said the 
coalition has information on state 
and county funds available for 
the proposal. 

Council scheduled a work ses¬ 
sion on the proposal for Monday, 
February 2, 

City Leases 

Council, on two 4-1 votes with 
White opposed, agreed to extend 
for one year the Gunner’s Mate 
lease for the lake park concession 
stand and to extend the Jaycee’s 
clubhouse lease for one year. The 
latter lease would be changed to 
make the Jaycee’s responsible for 
utility costs (water, sewer and 
electricity). A work session to re¬ 
view 7 the leases, along with the 
pool concession lease, was sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday, January 27. 

Giese said the staff recom¬ 
mended that council consider two 
areas of concern in the Gunner’s 
Mate lease. Although the staff 
found that Gunner’s Mate is in 
compliance with the landscaping 
requirements in the lease, there 
is still concern that the boathouse 
is not adequately screened from 
the lake. Giese suggested a par¬ 
tial evergreen screen between the 
stand and the lake, possibly 


through the adopt-a-tree pro¬ 
gram. 

The other concern is with com¬ 
pensation paid to the city. Since 
the lease was first granted, water 
and sewer service have both been 
brought to the stand and a fairly 
large number of electric appli¬ 
ances added. Because these utili¬ 
ties are not separately metered, 
Giese doubts that the city is now 
receiving any real compensation 
above the cost of utilities. 

Having the stand at the lake 
does provide some other benefits, 
said Giese, including the oppor¬ 
tunity for Greenbelters to go 
boating, increased security to the 
park, and a reduction in the risk 
of drowning accidents. The con¬ 
cession does, however, draw some 
nonresidents to the park, Giese 
said. 

Bram urged council to renew 
the lease unchanged for a year. 
She said the owners of the stand 
need time to plan for the season 
and that their presence is a de¬ 
terrent to vandalism. 

White wanted to defer action 
on both leases to a work session. 
He requested more information 
on utilities and landscaping. Pu- 
tens was concerned that the var¬ 
ious city leases were inconsistent 
in matters such as billing for 
utilities, but along with Bram, 
Weidenfeld and Isaacs he voted 
to extend the lease for an addi¬ 
tional year and to review all city 
leases during the interim. 

The same 4-1 split prevailed on 
the vote to renew the Jaycee’s 
lease on the clubhouse. Since the 
last lease renewal, separate me¬ 
ters have been installed for util¬ 
ity services to the clubhouse, so 
it is now possible to establish 
these costs and hold the Jaycee’s 
responsible for them. The Jaycee’s 
have notified the city that the 
change is acceptable. 

White again voted against the 
motion, saying that the leases 
should be reviewed before being 
extended. The remaining council-

members voted to renew the lease 
and to review it before the next 
extension. Among the concerns 
is one raised by Eunice Coxon 
concerning the amount of rental 
charged to other Greenbelt 
groups using the clubhouse. Cox¬ 
on told the council that the 
nightly rental is $50. She ques¬ 
tioned whether that amount is 
appropriate since the Jaycee’s 
pay only utility costs to the city. 

Putens requested that the mo¬ 
tion to extend the lease be modi¬ 
fied to strike the provision allow¬ 
ing the Jaycee’s to charge an 
unspecified rent.

The Greenbelt Players 
have done it again: given 
us an entertaining evening 
with their latest offering, 
“The Prime of Miss Jean 
Brodie,” adapted by Jay 
Presson Allen from the no¬ 
vel by Muriel Sparks. There 
are many a chuckle and 
some inner twinges now and 
then as we half-remember 
how it was when we were 10 
and 12 or 16 and were try¬ 
ing to grasp the realities of 
life, and, especially, sex with¬ 
out the knowledge that 
comes with age. 

The story is about a middle- 
aged teacher at a conservative 
girls' day school in Edinburgh 
in the thirties. Miss Brodie, who 
is in her “prime,” says she has 
dedicated her life to teaching her 
girls. Her ways are unorthodox 
and she does not follow the school 
curricula. The girls learn in¬ 
stead art, drama, music and 
hear love stories, including Miss 
Brodie's own. “Give me a girl at 
an impressionable age and she 
is mine for life,” she would an¬ 
nounce. 

She is loved 'by two men, the 
school's art and music teachers. 
Teddy Lloyd, the art teacher, a 
married man, appears to be the 
man Miss Brodie loves, although, 
because he is married, she can 
only love him vicariously. Miss 
Brodie’s unorthodox ways con¬ 
tribute to a plot to remove her 
from the school. Her girls are 
loyal. Finally one does betray her. 
To say more would be to give 
too much away. 

Phyllis Conroy is a believable 
Miss Brodie most of the time. 
When She says in her most posi¬ 


tive, audacious way . . all my 
girls are the creme de la creme,” 
we in the audience find ourselves 
believing in her. But other times 
we look for the sparkle and it's 
not quite there. She does, how¬ 
ever, do a good job with this very 
difficult, long role of a woman 
who is at the same time loving, 
giving, deceiving, selfish, naive, 
worldly; indeed there are so many 
facets to her character that each 
of us can choose which is the 
real Miss Jean Brodie for us. 

It is Jackie Krim as Mary Mac¬ 
Gregor, one of Miss Brodie’s 
girls, who astonishes us with her 
ability to portray a gawdcy, stam¬ 
mering child of 10 so well that 
thert is no doubt in our minds 
that she is anything but just that. 
This can be no small task—mak¬ 
ing a stammer sound believable 
and not exaggerated. Her ges¬ 
tures, tone and walk tell us that 
this is one of the forgotten, a 
tagger-along. 

All of the schoolgirls, including 
those who had little to say, played 
their parts well—their giggles, 
contortions, whispers etc., made 
them seem to be what they were 
—pre-teens, and later, teenagers. 
Their rapt attention to Miss 
Brodie in the school scenes was 
commendable. 

Sandy (Ayala Sherbow) had 
one of the most difficult parts to 
play. As a young schoolgirl she 
was Miss Brodie's confidante. As 
a teen-ager she had a more so¬ 
phisticated role to portray. We 
think she did ‘well with both. 

Other cast members have to be 
mentioned—there's Marty Parker 
who was a gentle, bumbling music 
teacher while Steve Zeisel played 
the art teacher with somewhat 
more vigor. As for the strict, con¬ 
servative headmistress, Marie

in November 1985 for the sale of 
bonds. 

However, ground has not yet 
been broken for Sunrise Village. 
James McCaig, SDLP partner, 
told the News Review: “We are 
taking a whole new look at the 
property given the more favor¬ 
able economic climate. Since the 
time of our purchase, there have 
been changes in the tax law.” He 
observed, “The usefulness of 
these revenue bonds is now in 
question. . . . Tax-exempt financ¬ 
ing does not mean so much be¬ 
cause of the current favorable 
conventional financing. . . . We 
want to do the right thing for 
ourselves and the community.” 

A spokesperson for the county 
Department of Housing noted, 
“We are on a total standstill as 
far as tax-exempt mortgage reve¬ 
nue bonds because there is a vol¬ 
ume cap included in the Tax Re¬ 
form Act of 1986.” The state, he 
said, will be permitted a maxi¬ 
mum bond issuance of $250 mil¬ 
lion with the county share only 
about $29 million for both resi¬ 
dential and industrial develop¬ 
ment.

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Citizens for Greenbelt 
Study Bond Money Use 

by Betsy Likowski 

Discussion about how the $6 
million of the city bond issue 
would be spent was the order of 
the evening at the January 15 
Citizens for Greenbelt (CFG) 
meeeting. A motion was passe J 
urging city council to promptly 
implement all categories of pro¬ 
jects of the bond issue, which 
was passed iin May 1985- since 
every day delayed costs money, 

A motion proposing specific 
recommendations was tabled so 
that it could be presented to the 
members at the CFG annual 
meeting in March. 

CFG also decided to prepare a 
map of the city of Greenbelt as 
part of the 50th anniversary of 
Greenbelt and as a revenue-rais¬ 
ing effort. Committees for the 
production and marketing of the 
map were formed. 

The main part of the evening 
was a presentation by CFG pre¬ 
sident Keith Chernikoff of the 
current status of the $6 million 
bond issue, and questions in re¬ 
sponse from the audience. 

The city bond issue passed by 
the voters of Greenbelt in May 
1985 is to be divided into three 
parts of $2 million each: bricks 
and mortar projects, an indoor 
swimming pool and renovation of 
the outdoor pool, and parkland 
development and acquisition. 

Of the $2 million proposed for 
bricks and mortar projects, the 
new police station is estimated to 
cost $1.8 million. Completion is 
slated for December 1988. The 
site has also been chosen — in 
the slice of land between Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue, Ridge Road, Cres¬ 
cent Road and the Lakeside 
North Apartments. 

For the swimming pool pro¬ 
jects, a consultant has been em¬ 
ployed. 

On the issue of park develop¬ 
ment, the city council’s Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
is currently conducting a survey 
on park needs. The city has ac¬ 
quired the land for Schrom Hills 
Park in Greenbelt East, which 
will need to be developed. 

It was pointed out by several 
persons, however, that council 
has specfically outlined how the 
money from the bond issue will 
be spent. 

Individuals asked questions 
and expressed concerns on a 
whole range of questions raised 
by the bond issue. Tony Pisano 
asked about plans to repair the 
pool. Steve Curtis noted that it 
was critical for the proposed 
North End Center to get reven¬ 
ue-generating enterprises. Ruth 
Bond and Eunice Coxon asked a- 
bout the specifics of the police 
station. 

Earlier in the evening the 
point was brought out that most 
of the bricks land mortar part of 
the bond issue has been commi- 
ted for the police station, not 
much is left over for other possi¬ 
ble projects such as North End.

Adopt-A-Tree Program 
Focuses on Attick Park 

The adopt-a-tree program which 
thus far has resulted in 62 new 
trees being planted in the city, 
is being continued this year. 
However, this year there is a 
special need for three specific 
trees, the Red Oak, White Pine 
and Sourwood. 

In the spring of 1987, the area 
along the dam at Attick Park 
W'ill be planted with Red Oak, 
White Pine and Sourwood. This 
area was originally planted with 
Sugar Maple, Red Maple and 
Dogwood, but these trees will be 
relocated in other parts of the 
park due to concern that their 
wide ranging roots could pene- 
irate the earthen dam. The new 
planting contains trees whose 
root systems are not so wide 
ranging and it will be set back 
further from the dam. 

As the oaks grow and begin 
to provide shade, this area will 
no doubt become a popular picnic 
area with a wonderful view of 
the lake. The White Pines at the 
rear of the planting will help to 
screen out views of things out¬ 
side the park area, as well as 
creating an area sheltered from 
the wind. 

The Sourwood trees will add 


beauty to the planting. This tree 
is native to the eastern United 
States and although not as com¬ 
monly planted as the Dogwood, 
it is considered by maby to be 
the Dogwood’s equal or better in 
beauty. This is a small tree and 
its slow growth may account for 
its less frequent use. This slow¬ 
ness to become established is 
more than offset by its multi- 
seasonal beauty. In the spring, 
the new leaves are a translucent 
red as they unfurl. In the sum¬ 
mer, big pendulous clusters of 


fragrant flowers similar to those 
of lily of the valley are produced. 
In the fall, its leaves turn a 
brilliant scarlet that forms a 
background to the chains of 
greenish seed capsules that hang 
late into the winter. 

Donors are needed for these 
three tree varieties which will be 
planted this coming spring as 
part of the adopt-a-tree program. 
This particular project will create 
a beautiful area in the lake park 
which will be enjoyed for genera¬ 
tions.
